Touching A necdote o f C obbett’s m a rrie d life.— 
*• I began my young marriage days in and near Phila­ 
delphia. 
At one o f those times to which I have just 
alluded, in the tnidd.e o f the burning hot month of Ju­ 
ly, I was greatly airaid o f fatal consecjuences to my 
wife for want of sleep, she not having, after the great 
danger was over, hud any sleep for more than forty- 
eight hours. 
All great cities in hot countries are, I be­ 
lieve, full of dogs ; and they, in the very hot weather, 
keep up, during the night, a horrible barking, and fight­ 
ing, and howling.
